Bleeders many times breath their laft 
by it, or fink, and fall foon after it. 
And truly, tho? thofe who ufually _ 
order it, feldom make the obferva- 
tion, yet for the moft part the Perfons 
concern’d and their Relations, caft 
but a difmal Bye thereupon, and ad- 
drefs themfelves thereunto with wash 
difmay and trembling, ( oftentimes 
fwooning away under the Bleeder’s 
Hands) as a thing of much uncet- 
tainty, and overmuch Danger, the 
Event frequently fo proving, not any 
one Proceeding in Phyfick being more 
complain’d of, nor any whereunto the 
failing of Patients 1s more imputed, 
and that with Juftice too; for what 
worfe can befal affitted Patients, 
over-born, and:oppreft with the vio- 
lent affaulrs of venomous pissiciaes

Spirits drawn off from making thofe 
needful Defences, whereunto by Na- 
ture they are affign’d,. and upon 
which it moft dependeth for her Pre- 
fervation. 

And what wonder is it, if foon af- 
ter a little flattery and fhadow of Re- 
lief, fudden DejeCtions immediately 
follow, and Sicknefs Cupon Nature 
thus betray’d) prevail beyond all 
poffibility of Recovery, as, were Re- 
cords kept thereof, would be fadly 
{een in every Weeks Experience. 

~ Andas it is but fmall Relief to fhew 
how many recover after bleeding,the 
courfe in it felf being fo hazzardous, 
and often mortal; fo, as little Com- 
fort it is to fhew the ill or rather odd 
colours of the cool’d and congeal’d 
Blood, which is known to be but fal- 
lacious trifling, to amufe bewailing 
and difconfolate Relations ; neither 
soodnefs nor badnefs, being at all a-

That after the many times bleedim 
of fome Perfons, the laft Fits of the 
Diftempers,immediately beforedeatt 
were, without any mitigation, by «:

nefs; which inftances in reafon oug? 
to remind every confcionable Phy fi« 
an, and every prudent Patient of tll 
important Truth, That it is not tl!

back to its Root, generally it has been

‘urbanceto the fick, that hardly any 
iftemper can either be more tedious 
y-more threatning, fcarce any one 
ailing ill, though never fo much pain- 
d, grip’d and tormented with ficknefs, 
sutprefently the Turmoil and Hazard 
ofa Glifter muft be undergone, then 
pleeding, and {oon after that a purges 
womit, a {weat, naufeous and loath- 
fom Decottions, Apozegms, fuifome 
Cordials, and infipid Juleps, and 
thofe over and over repeated, with 
fharp and painful Blifters, and where 
matters are difficulr, both Opium, An- 
timony, and Quickfilver'd Preparati- 
ons, are taken into fervice, and all 
thefe too often repeated : And 
~ though 
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though failing never fo often, 1 
other courfe than this hath not - be 
provided for diftreffled Patients, 1¢ 
by the happy accefs of thefe Medicin 
which in reafon ought to be loolk 
upon, and thankfull entertained. 
Which prompts me to conclu 
with this farther advice: 

That every one who approves | 
this way, will deem it of great conw 
nience, to have fome of thefe Mecd 
cines always in readinefs, whatevs 
occafion may befall ; nothing being \ 
more hopeful importance towards?
